PLANTING BEARDED IRIS. Bear in mind when planting Bearded IRIS BORER. Develops from a moth which lays its eggs in the fall 


near or on the basal leaves, eggs hatching out in spring. The young 
larvae eat their way through the foliage down towards the rhizomes. 
Early stages can be noticed by bleeding of plants, later leaves become 
stunted. In July or August the larvae will reach maturity, being about 
an inch and a half long, whitish with a pronounced pinkish tinge 
above the spiracles. Pupation takes place in the soil near base of plant 
late summer. The Pupa is shining chestnut-brown in color.

Plant Iris freely amongst your perennials, shrubs, annuals; in fact, 
any place in your garden. Many hobbyists have hundreds of varieties 
of tall Bearded Iris planted in groups blending in colors, in solid beds. 
It is impossible to describe a bed of a hundred varieties of Bearded 


Iris. Many of today’s Bearded Iris are very fragrant, also many 
measure up to 5 and 6 inches in size. Colors range in so many shades 
it would fill pages to begin tc describe. Plant Bearded Iris to top of 
surface so that sun can bake the roots, in a dry location in sweet 
alkaline soil; once planted they need practically no care at all. All 
Iris should be replanted every three or four years.

POPPIES FOR CUTTING 


Contrary to general belief, Poppies. are excellent as cut flowers if 
properly prepared. They should be cut just as the flower is freshly 
opened, then burn the ends of the stems over a flame until thoroughly- 
charred to a length of one or two inches. Plunge the stem in cool deep 
water and place them in the shade where it is not too warm, for an 
hour or two. After this, add fresh cool water-twice a day, morning 
and evening. I have known a bouquet of Poppies to remain in excel- 
lent condition for almost a week by this method of handling them.

Always plant Poppies in midsummer during normal rest periods. Poppies are handled 
very successfully if planted any time from July to the end of September even through 
October if necessary. These plants will flower the following spring. 


Plant Poppies in well-drained soil. Always plant in one of the higher aces in your 
garden so the plants are not grown in too wet soil. 


Poppies will do well in any soil or location. Lime or acid soil is equally suited. Fertil- 
izer is unnecessary unless soil is too poor to grow weeds. Roots of Poppies grow 
straight down to a depth of two to three feet and find nourishment where none would 
seem to exist. 


Planting Poppies. Spade your soil twelve inches deep. If heavy soil add gravel, ashes 
or sand so that it is porous. Then dig a hole, place your plant straight down so that 
the top of the plant is but two inches under the ground. Water thoroughly after planting 
continue to do so if very dry. These plants will grow some green leaves through the fall. 
When the ground is frozen cover lightly with salt hay or straw. In the spring, rake off 


hay, cultivate soil freely. Poppies are very easily grown, need very little attention and 
will give permanent charm to your garden.

LOCATION, PLANTING AND CARE OF 
DAYLILIES 


As previously stated Daylilies can be planted 
anywhere and thrive successfully with practically 
no care at all. 


I have seen Daylilies growing 
where weeds didn't have a chance 
to grow, however, these Daylilies con- 
tinue to flower. Naturally they didn't 
grow as rapidly nor were the size of 
flowers up to standard. 


Any location, whether exposed to full sun or 
part shade, will grow Daylilies satisfactorily. Soil 
can either be acid or alkaline, sandy loam or 
clay. 


Daylilies can be planted any time from March 
until November. The plants are very rugged, can 
stand any amount of neglect and are also ex- 
tremely hardy.
